I worked very elosely with leading people in the oivillin leader froup 
and was iqyBelf proposed as State Secretary In the Ministry of Education* 

Major General STIEFF, who provided tbs explosive for the assasination attempt 
was a friend of many years stazidlng* I was therefore extremely endangered after 
the failure of the assasination attempt and began to make preparations for 
fleeing to Switzerland* £• gave ms substantial help in this thnough his 
good knowledge of local conditions there, and also assisted me during the 
period of preparatioo through valuable l^ormatlon on the situation in film 
and theatre dircles. I finally decided against flight to Switzerland because 
^ would )/c^ have endangered ly family, and because on the other band I could, 
after bribing the guards, give valuable Information to my firlends and 
acquaintances who had been Imprisoned ^ Berlin, Lefartberstrasse, because of 
their participation in the 20th of July* But as the situation became more and 
more dangerous, I left Berlin at the end of March 1945 together with E* 
and went to Bavaria. The Gestapo sent a Berlin official to arrest me there 
about the end of April 1945* Because <f the quick advance of the Americans the 
iniended arrest could not be carried throu^* 



Got to know E* in 1943 v^n Ms house burned* Some time afterwards

At tha*^ time, S-6 told 
he desired to make a contact with the British Bovemment and make some arrangement 
to furnish Information of this type to England. He specifically requested that 
E. furnish him vittuuay evidence of OH signs of Germ^nyfts Internal collapse, 
and with the names// of individuals or organizations which were anti-Nazi and 
which would be capable of governing Germany after ths defeat of the Nazi Par^. 

At the time of this coiversatlon, E, stated, S-B exhibited no Ccoaunist or 
Ruesian Inellnrtlons whatacw. E'e advice to S-B vaa 
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that the two functione must be separate, and that the antir^Nazl propaganda 
activities could no3 be continued aiimiltaneously with an^ political activities 
in the furnftihlng of information to England. £. said he later learned that 
S-B had attempted to offer his services to the British thsfough Coun^ DOUGLAS, 
but that the British GovenwQt ignored the offer made. £• said he thought 
he had learned of this Ctool S-B»s father after the execution of S-B. According to 
S-B's father, this incident disillusioned S-B and he felt that the British J( 
Government had failed to appreciate the value <f his offer. 

b) The second owiversatlon took place In the fall of 1941 or the spring of 
1942, at which time S-B exhibited a definite pro-Russian philosophy. £• said tha+ 
this conversation did not deal with the policies of the S-B group, but was rather 
a philosophical discussion during wh^ch S-E st^ated be felt that Germany must 
collaborate with Russia, that such collaboration would not necessarily
